OVER THERE 


Advertising 


A grMt deal haa been said about 
the poor spirit of the/^tudents at 
George Washington, the malor part of 
which Is undoubtedly true. Sooial af- 
fairs are almost invariably poorly at- 1 
tended by the men and women, which 
U a crime of ^he first order in the 
eyes of all who care for the welfare 
and reputation of their Alma Mater. 

On the other hand, there Is some 
excuse, not a great deal. It la true, 
for the poor attendance at the activl* 
ties mentioned. Poor advertisement is 
the excuse. 

Many events are scheduled far 
enough in advance to permit an ex- 
tMislve advertising campaign, but a 
Urge portion of them find publicity 
only on the far corner of tl^e bulletin 
board, or in an out-of-the-way nook 
in the Hatchet, not enough material 
being sent in to make a good story. 
Tha burden of informatioa is on the 
ahoiM*n of the stt^dantr at the pree- 


The following is an excerpt from a 
letter to Gene Underwood from a grad- 
date of the Dental School last June, 
now serving Uncle Sam on board one 
of his big dreadnaughta, who desires 
to bare his name concealed for “mili- 
tary reasons." 

“Although the life aboard ship 
varies, depending upon the class of 
shlpf in general, the same scheduled 
events take, place. We are very busy 
and away from land so much that 
mail is a god-aend when porta are 
reached. Praotically the only reason 
we come into port at all is to get ooal 
and supplies. The rest of the time we 
are out, somewhere, drilling, maneu- 
vering and preparing for any emer- 
gency which may arlae. Constant 
; change of base for active duties givee 
very little opportunity for sight-see- 
ing, although leave to go ashore is 
very liberal and given at all times ! 
possible. 

“Moat of the time we are out to sea. 
ready for «ny “sub” and displaying 
by force that the United States is 
ready and capable of protecting lU 
shores from Invaslpn. A hostile U- 
boat would not be very keen about 
doing damage around a fleet of ships 
whose very eyes are trained to see and 
combat the undersea antagonist. 

“It is apparent that a man cannot 
be made a naval officer as easily as 
he can be made an army officer, for 
there are too many complicated de- 
partments aboard ablp which a Vegu- 
lar naval officer must be cognisant 
of. That la where the men who do 
not come from Annapolis are handi- 
capped — even those who have been on 
merchant ahtpa — and leaves a mao of 
little experience loat, and not capable 
of responding to the Intricate and im- 
portant duties required of a good na- 
val officer. Everything aboard ship 
requires a scientific knowledge: such 
essentials as seamanahip, ordnance, 
electricity, marine eoglneeslng, navi- 
gation. and many naval ana military 
dutiea connected with matters of ef- 
ficient and advantageous wuTare. So.
